(HAT the University of P en n ­ 
sylvania ranks with Philadel­ 
phia’s Independence Hall as 
a "Cradle of American Liberty" is 
shown by records recently studied 
by the Bicentennial Committee now 
planning

anniversary celebration in 1940. 
Pennsylvania was but a struggling 
school 
of 
Colonial 
students 
and 
teachers when the great events of 
the Revolution swept past its very 
doors, but, the com m ittee has pointed 
out, hitherto half - forgotten facts 
have assigned to it an im portant 
place in the founding of the Nation. 
It 
was the Rev. William Sm ith, 
first provost of the Institution, for 
instance, who helped stir popular 
feeling against political oppression 
as a long series of crises developed 
between the Colonies and the Mother 
Country. 
In one noted address in 
hi marie Christ Church in P hiladel­ 
phia. the clergym an sounded a call 
to a r m s th at insured Pen nsylvan ia’s 
joining her sister C om m onwealths In 
the light for freedom. 
More than 250 early Pennsylvania 
graduates who served as officers tin­ 
der W ashington a t Valley Forge typi­ 
fied the spirit of Pennsylvania dur­ 
ing I hi* Revolution. 
Further illus­ 
trating how closely the University 
was bound from its outset to Ameri­ 
can tradition and thought, ten fo u n ­ 
ders, teachers and other individuals 
associated with th e institution were 
s: met 
of the Declaration of In de­ 
pendence. These included Benjam in 
Franklin, president of the U niver­ 
sity's first board of trustees. 
Other information prepared by the 
committee in anticipation of B icen ­ 
tennial events include the facts that 
Pennsylvania was the fourth college 
to be established in America and the 
first actual American university. T he 
Bicentennial program will open O c­ 
tober 18 with a *12.500.000 fu n d ­
